Rennie)  conviction  to  prison  for 
stealing  a  loaf  of  bread  and  his 
hatred  for  Javcrt  (Robert  Newton), 
who  was  responsible  for  his  impris¬ 
onment.  Valjean  is  befriended  by 
the  village  bishop  (Edmond  Gwenn) 
and  Famine  (Sylvia  Sidney)  and 
Cosctte  (Debra  Paget.)  The  -story 
is  packed  with  dramatic,  thrilling 
action,  dealing  with  the  relentless 
pursuit  by  Javcrt  of  Valjean. 

Statistics  released  by  the  Student 
Loan  Fund  committee  show  that 
during  the  four  years  the  fund  has 
been  in  operation  it  has  loaned  out 
$38,000  and  has  enabled  more  than 
350  students  to  continue  theii  col¬ 
lege  educations.  To  date  losses  have 
been  less  than  one-half  of  one  per 
cent. 

The  annual  benefit  film  which  the 
Cooks  are  inaugurating  at  the  Tivoli 
with  these  performances  ot  “Les 
Miserables"  is  one  feature  of  an  in¬ 
tensified  campaign  now  being  con¬ 
ducted  to  obtain  additional  money 
for  the  Student  Loan  Fund  and 
make  it  possible  in  Lhe  future  to 
give  aid  to  all  deserving  applicants. 
Service  organizations  throughout 
the  Northwest  Missouri  College  dis¬ 
trict  have  been  contacted  in  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  secure  additional  funds. 

"For  every  two  students  we  have 
been  able  to  help,  we  have  had  to 
refuse  at  least  one,"  Dr.  Surrey 
pointed  out.  “We  hope  that  the  re¬ 
sponse  to  our  fund  appeal  will  be  so 
generous  that  we  will  no  longer 
have  to  turn  down  any  students  who 
merit  aid.” 

The  first  two  service  cluos  to 
make  donations  to  the  Loan  Fund 
in  response  to  pleas  sent  to  groups 
throughout  Northwest  Missouri  have 
been  the  Business  and  Professional 
Women's  Club  of  Savannan,  and 
the  Lions  Club  of  Westboro.

English  Proficiency 
Examination  Will  Be 
Given  by  Faculty  Soon 

Proficiency  Examination  for  the 
first  semester  will  oe  Wednesday, 
November  11,  10:00  in  the  main 
auditorium. 

Students  take  this  test  the  sem¬ 
ester  following  their  completion  of 
forty-five  hour  credits.  Subject 
matter  for  the  test  will  be  a  film 
strip,  a  short  movie,  or  a  reading  of 
descriptive  literature  presented  to 
the  students  at  the  beginning  of  the 
examination.  Students  then  write 
describing  what  they  have  seen  or 
heard. 

Each  paper  is  read  by  five  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  faculty  drawn  from  de¬ 
partments  other  than  English  and 
Speech.  The  papers  are  identified 
by  number  only  and  readers  work 
independently  of  each  other.  A 
paper  receiving  throe  adverse  notes 
will  be  graded  “U.” 

Students  receiving  a  grade  of 
“U”  on  this  examination  are  re¬ 
quired  to  register  or  re-register  as 
the  case  may  be  for  English  15, 
Grammar  and  Composition,  in  the 
semester  immediately  following. 

After  passing  English  15  the  stu¬ 
dent  is  again  required  to  take  this 
examination.  Credit  for  English  15 
is  allowed  only  once. 

Passing  the  English  Proficiency 
Exam  is  a  prerequisite  for  regis¬ 
tration  in  directed  teaching  courses 
ns  well  as  for  graduation  with  nny 
degree. 

Students  receiving  an  ”1”  grado 
in  English  lib  are  required  to  take 
English  15  the  semester  following 
and  before  taking  the  English  Pro- 
fiency  Test.
